San FiiA.Ncisco, .Sept. 1. — The steamer 
Australia, from Honolulu direct, arrived 
to-day with the following Hawaiian 

advices : 

Francis M, Hatch, miniater to Waah- 
inKton, arrived Au£;uat 20 with apeciai 
information, which will require the at- 
tention of both the government and the 

senate. A secret notice has already been 
iesued to the ineinbera of the senate, 
calling upon them to meet for an extra 
aeaaion September li, to coueider the 
question. Meanwhile ^liniater Hatch ia 
in almost constant consultation with 
President Dole and his cabinet. The 
law makers will be asked to ratify tlie 
annexation treaty recently signed in 
Washington, and as a majority of the 
members favor annexation, the matter 
will be rushed through. The reason 
for an extra session of the 
Senate is a matter of conjecture nnd 
causes much curiosity. One senator is 
the authority for tUe statement that 
INIinister Hatch has brought word from 
President McKlnley that he is resolved 
to call coDRress two months earlier than 
usual for the purpose of disposing of the 
treaty before the regular session, and 
this theory appears to find favor with 
other senators. 

xVnotlier uialter to be considered by 
tlie Hawaiian Senate ia tlialof rendering 
assistance to tlie executive in unravel- 
ling the Japanese muddle, as it is said 
that the Japanese acceptance of tlie of- 
fer of arbitration is eo vngue 
ibat the President and his c:abi- 
net are in a quandary. Tliero 
are rumors of a split in the cabinet over 
the question, and it said that the inter- 
vention of the Senate ia required to pre- 
vent an open rupture. 

The Hawaiian Star has created a sen- 
aation by the publication of a echeme 
alleged to be backed by the sugar trust, 
to block annexation. 



STKUCK IT KICK. 

A Find on the MacMillan River With Gold 
Galore. 

Tacoma, Aug. 31.— A letter to the 
Ledger has juot been received from the 
north fork of the MacMillan river from 
George Lemon, addressed to his wife, in 
South Tacoma, giving particulars of a 
fabulously rich strike on this tributary 
of the MacMillan river. He^ and his 
partner went there from the Yukon on 
information from an Indian who accom- 
panied them last spring, and ho says 
that they have struck a locality richer 
than the Klondyke. In three months 
they have made a clean-up of .t55,000. 
^He saya they have a lard bucket and 
a bean can full of nuggets, and, 
although tbey have uo BCales, they 
believe it will mn at least the 
amount named. They have ataked ofT 
Ave claims, and he tells hia wife to 
send up four friends whom he designates 
as quickly as possible to locate the ad- 
joining properties, the law being that 
one man can locate only one claim. The 
letter waa sent down by the Indian, who 
takes .toOO or ."fGOO to lay in a fresh supply 
for the winter. Lemon says that he will 
not be out before next summer, nnd 
thinks hia friends can reach there by the 
middle of October over theChilcoot pass. 
MacMillan river is between 200 and 300 
miles south of the Klondyke and until 
lately has been an unexplored region. 
He expresses fear of scurvey breaking 
oat this winter imleas they can get some 
green vegetables in, but he adds that 
nothing would induce him to leave the 
digginge until next year, as by that time 
tbey are conSdentof having several hun- 
dred, thousand dollars. 



KEJECTED ORPHANS. 

Little Children Refused a Landing Because 
They Had No Money. 

Sax Francisco, Aug. 80.— The officials 
of the local immigration bureau are in a 
quandary. The bark R. P. Rithet, just 
arrived from Honolulu, broiiglit among 
her passengers live little orphans, whose 
agea are troui 1-1 to -I years, consigned to 
Major Winchett of the Salvation Army. 
A letter from Consul Cleneral Ilapf^oud 
to Collector .lacksou explains tliat tlie 
parents of the children died tlestilule in 
Hoiiohilii about one year asio, leaving 
them and a baby sister a public chiiri;e. 
The latter waa adopted by a pliilan- 
tiiropic resident of Hawaii, but the 
others were maintained by the Salvation 
Army on the island, until the burden be- 
came too heavy to be borne longer. An 
appeal to the army ofBcera resulted in an 
order to send the children to San Francia- 
co. As the children are paupers, the im- 
migration oflicials refused to allow them 
to be landed unlc^a Major Winchett fur- 
nished boiulH in till! Biiiii of $.')l)0 for each 
sa a i^uaraiitce that they shall not become 
uublic t;lmrges. Init so far the necesaary 
aiirotiec have not been found.

Eighteen Hundred Coal Miners Drop Their 
Work. 

I)i;s Moi.vKs, Sept. 1. — The threatened 
miners' strike in this district culminated 
to-day, and all miners, except about '.iOO 
employed in the Chisty, Flint Valley and 
Des Moines coal companies, went out. 
.-Ibout 1,800 men are out. The operators 
issued a statement a few days ago refua- 
inp! to grant the prices asked by the 
iir.ners and it is reasonably certain they 
will not i!ive in. The present price ia 
7b and 80 cents, and the operators may 
grant 80, with a jioasibility of going to 
DO cents.

Ottawa, Sept. 1.— (Special)~Sir Wil- 
fred and Lady Laurier reached Ottawa 
to-night, and received an entbuaiasUe 
welcome from the citizens. The Premier 
was met at the station by the Mayor and 
city council, and conducted to Parliar 
ment Hill, where, in the presence of ten 
thousand people, an address of welcome 
was presented. Prominent citiEena oC 
both political parties were present, Hon* 
John Cusligun being one of those on the 
platform. 

Laurier made a felicitous reply in the 
course of which he expressed hia appre- 
ciation of the non-political character oC 
the demonstration to the Canadian who 

to the best of hia ability had endeavored 

to discharge hia mission without die- 
credit to tlie Canadian people. He re- 
ferred to the denunciation of the Ger- 
man-Belgium treaties and the poaitioir 
which they had given Canada in the 
eyes of the world, and said his sole aiim 
was to advance the interests of the 
Dominion. 

The Premier remains here until to- 
morrow evening, when he goes to Artii»- 
bascaville for a conple of weeks. 



SETTLEMENT IN MANITOBA. 

Land Sales by the C. P. R. in AngBst 
Double Corresponding Month 
Last Year. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 31.— (Special)— Not- 
withstanding that August is usually a 
quiet month, the O.P.R. land depart- 
ment for the past month has had a fairly 
busy time, and the volume of businees is 
in excess for the corresponding period in 
previous years. The record for the pa£fc 
seven months of the current year indi- 
cate a great improvement both in the 
financial condition of the settlers and 
the prospect of additions to the popula- 
tion of the Northwest. The volume of 
businoBBB in the department for tliat 
period shows a remarkable increase, be- 
ing more than double that for the corre- 
sponding month in 1896, the actoat 
difference being 120 per cent, in excess 
of last year, and the improvement it 
alike noticeable in the larger quantity of 
land sold, as also in readier payment oE 
current accounts and arrears of inlereet.

In the Meantime a Bold Stroke by 
the British is^ Looked 
For. 



London, Sept. 1.— The news regarding 

the Indian frontier trouble is indefinite 
and fragmentary, nnil it is dUIicult to 
follow tlie varying movements of British 
forces, wliicli are apparently decided in 
consequence of quickly changing gather- 
ings of the tribesmen. News has been 
received of fresh accesBions to the forces ] 
ot the insurgents, and of the 
appearance of various fanaties, 
who are endeavoring to stir those 
tribesmen reluctant to join the revolt to 
attack the British. There is every possi- 
bility that an attack will be made by the 
Uritish at some point within a few days. 
The post at Casarbnnd, Baluchistan, is a 
email one and not of groat importance. 

A report comes from Quetta, Ualuchia- 
tan, to the efTect that the militia there 
have become disaflected, but the rumor is 
not credited in government circles. 

The Times this morning publishes a 
despatch from Chakdara, saying it ap- 
pears that the Mallah has abandoned 
the idea of attacking Kbandahar and is 
gathering his forces for an attack upon 
Peshawur. All the tribes in this dis- 
trict have been quiet since its occu- 
pation. The upper Swat country 
hitherto has been comparatively un- 
known. It has not been visited by 
organized troo{)8 since the time of Alex- 
ander the Great. The Swatis deemed 
their country inaccessible, only en- 
trance to it being by a narrow cauBway, 
barely wide enough to admit one man 
at a time, flanked on one side by a rag- 
ing torrent and on the other by precipi- 
tous clilTa, fortified by stone breastworks. 

BoMiiAY, Sept. 1.— Military move- 
ments are reported from many places, 
Eapid progress is being made in the or- 
ganization of the punitive expedition 
being sent against the insurgent tribes- 
men. 

Col. Gordon's CQlnmn of troops from 
Peshawar arrived at Kahot without hav- 
ing met any opposition from the Afridas, 
■wno, accoruing to the latest reports, have 
apparently left Kyber Pass. 

The British post at Ga/.iirbund, Belu- 
chistan, held by native levies, was at- 
tacked on Saturday night last by a num- 
ber of Brahurs, who murdered the levies 
and some travellers who had sought 
refuge there. 

INDIAN COUNCIL'S ACTION. 

Suspending Bills of Exchange Does Not 
Cause Surprise or Excitement. 

London, Sept. 1.— The Indian Council 
has suspended the sale of bills of ex- 
chance on previous occasions, notably 
in 1892 and 1893, but in neither case was 

gold shipped to India. The jiresent sus- 
pension does not cause surprise, it being 
caused by heavy expenditures in con- 
nection with the frontier troubles. It is 
probable that a gold loan, for which the 
powers already exist, will be issued in 
London to replenish the Indian treasury. 
No other important efTect of the action 
taken by the council is expected, _ the 
general belief being that little 
gold will be remitted to India. 
The Daily Telegraph agrees in this view, 
but thinks ttie situation is uncertain. 

The Daily Xews says the action of the 
council will not materially change the 
mercantile situation, as would be the 
case in the active shipping season. 

The Standard regards the announce- 
ment unpleasant because of the possiliil- 
ity of gold shipments to India when 
business revives. Fortunately, the 
Standard says, the Indian trade is quiet 
now and merchants will not feel the in- 
convenience caused by the suspension bo 
keenly. 

The Daily Mail says the effect upon 
the market is more sentimental than 

anything else.

FOR A GOLD STANDARD. 

Bank of England Has Snspeni<ed Bills of 
Exchange on India for Ten Weeks. 

London, Sept. 1. — ^The following no- 
tice was posted at the Bank of England 
to-day : " The secretary of state for the 
India council gives notice that sale bills 
of exchange on Calcutta, Bombay and 
Madras have been suspended for a period 
of not less than ten weeks." The gov- 
ernment has very little money in India 
to draw on, owing to the famine and 
plague having rendered the collection of 
taxes alow, and the present time might 
be opportune to accustom India to use 
gold instead of silver, though they would 
not have attempted this had not the 
scarcity of money arisen. The Daily 
Telegraph, anticipating the action of the 
Indian council, said to-day : "The coun- 
cil may refuse to draw altOKetber, thus 
sending exchange up to gold and render 
posaible the establishment of the gold 
standard in India," 

\V.\siiiNGT0.s-, Sept. 1. — One reason 
advanced by several treasury officials in 
regard to the Bank of England' notice is 
that the suspension might have been 
ordered to avoid the threatened export 
of gold from Ijondon to India. There is 
a general belief, however, that India will 
not be long in going to the gohl stantl- 
ard. She is virtually on a gold standard 
now, it is said.

B. C. SALMON IN ENGLAND. 

An Interesting Letter Which Throws Much- 
Needed Light Upon an Important 

Subject. 

A private letter, received by a member 
of the Coi.oNisi'r stafl', contains some in- 
formation in regard to a question which 
has considerable interest jnat now for 
British Columbia. Having read in a 
North of I'^ngland new3j)aper an account 
of a coroner's inquest, which was held to 
en(juire into the circumstances surround- 
ing the dealli of two children, which it 
was alleged had been caused by eating 
canned salmon, the Colonist man wrote 
to a relative living in the town where 
the circumstance referred to occured, 
asking -bin, to enquire fully 
into the matter. Especial reference was 
asked to the following points : First, was 
there a reasonable foundation for the 
supposition that the salmon was the 
cause of death. Second, was the salmon 
labelled as being packed in British Col- 
umbia. And ttiird, if the answers to 
the two foregoing questions are in the 
affirmative, were there any circumstances 
which would tend to show that the fish 
might have been rendered unfit for food 
at any time since its importation into 
England, 

To the llrst question the answer was in 
the adiniiative, 110 other beinir poseible 
in face of the medical evidence, The 
secuiid could not be answered, as the 
label (if any) on the can, had been re- 
moved before it was bought by the con- 
eiiiner. But the information elicited by 
the thiril iiuealioii, is of all the most im- 
portant, and it is quoted virbatim. 

" In answer to your third and last 
question, I can give you the following 
information which has been verified by 
personal investigation. The can in 
question was purchased in the ' Rag 
Market,' which is the rendezvous for all 
the meanest and dirtiest stalls in the 
city. 'Ihe person who sold it obtained 
it with a (|uantity of similar ones 
from a retailer in another quarter of 
the city who had exposed them 
in his window tor months, Bulije(;t to 
all the changes of temperature which 
would occur under such conditions. 
Baked in the sun or chilled by the frost, 
alternately, it is altogether likely that 
long before it was sohl as shop-worn it 
would have been rejected on account o( 
outward appearance alone by the cus- 
tomers who patroni/.e the better class 
shops, and wiien it was sold to the huck- 
ster was unfit for consumption. But the 
poorer classes, who patronize the Hug 
Market cannot be so choice, and at the 
price, which by the evidence given at the 
in(j nest appears to have been twopence 
halfpenny, the unf(jrtunate purchaser 
probably conHiiiered he had a bari^ain. 
That the label was absent was i)robably 
due to the fact of the goods having bean 
exposed so long, or possibly was a pre- 
cautionary measure adopted by the shop- 
keeper who sold it to the Rag-Market 
vendor." 

These facts, which can be vouched for, 
throw a flood of light upon the ways and 
methods adopted for the placing of un- 
salable goods in the homes of the poorer 
ciassea of Old Country artizans, and 
should also have an important bearing 
upon the question recently raised as to 
the (piality of the canned salmon shipped 
from lluH province.

Sesene Homes and Their Becord— 
Officers Re-elected for the 
Coming Year. 



Very interesting morning, afternoon 
and evening eeaSiona yesterday marked 
the progress of the W.C.T.U. conven- 
tion. The chief diecuaaiona of tlio diiy 
were upon the approaching prohibition 
plebiscite, scientific food reform, and the 
rescue work in which the union has been- 
especially industriouB. The election of 
oflicers was also held, all the former in- 
cumbents of positions being again 
chosen. 

In the morning, after the cuatomary 
opening formalities, the plan of vvorlc 
preBented by the committee in that re- 
gard was discussed and finally adopted 
as hereunder: 

" Your committee on the phm of work 
beg to report and recommend na followa : 
That in view of tlie approaching; plebis- 
cite, each local president be asKeil to 
urge upon unions theneceaaity of uaini; 
every means i)ossible to arouse public 
opinion in favor of piohibiLion. .vlso 
that they be asked to use such means iig 
distributing literature, public meetings, 
canvassing for votes, as well as co-operat- 
ing with the temperance aociotiea, 
■ church organizations, etc., and that in- 
dividual members be prepared to give 
hearty assistance in whatever capacity 
required. 

" That from this time until the com- 
mencement of.and duiing the campaign, 
the plebiscite shall be made the Bubject 
of constant public and private prayer. 
Viewing with alarm the appalling pre- 
valence and growth of cigarette smoking 
with all its evil eQ'ects among the boys, 
we would again this year auggest that 
superintendents urge the distribution of 
anti-tobacco literature through the 
young people's Christian sccieties, Sun- 
day and day schools, and in the general 
literature distribution of the Union that 
efforts be made to liavu the 'Anti- 
Tobacco Uem ' taken by the Simday 
schools and distributed with other Sun- 
day school papers. That we urtio 'ho 
formation of anti-cignrette leagues in 
our public schools, whereby scholars are 
pledged against the uae of tobacco until 
the age of 21. 

" That as Christian women we pledge 
-ourselves to preserve the sauctity of our 
Christian Sabbath by doing no work on 
that day other than what is positively 
needful, and to use the day only for the 
purpose for which God intended it— rest 
.and holy worship. And that we further 
the early closing movement by doing our 
shopping as early as possible, especially 
on Saturdaya, so that both employer and 
employe may be better able to enjoy the 
privileges of the day of rest." 

Mrs. C. S. Keith's report on the work 
of the flower miasion, setting forth the 
luetlioda adopted by lier committee for 
doing good by the distribution of llowers 
in the hospitals, was read and received 
with many expressions of approbation. 

The Refuge Home report was given by 
Mrs. Spofford, and contained much in- 
formation concerning the great and good 
work that is being accomplished in this 
department. Thirteen unfortunates 
have been cared for during the year, 
some of whom have been completely re- 
formed. Durint; the past year the 
matrons of the Home have been changed, 
Miss Coates, of Ontario, succeeding Mrs. 
Clark. 

Of the thirteen repentant women shel- 
tered at the Home during the twelve- 
month, only one haa returned to a life of 
shame. Two have married and tho 
others have secured honorable employ- 
ment in various capacities. During tho 
year eight maternity casea were handled 
and receipts of iii2,5()7.07 were dealt with, 
The expenditure was $1, 452.55, leaving 
an unexpended balance of .^1, 114. 52. 

The discussion elicited by the Rescue 
Home report was continued into the 
afternoon session and is not yet con- 
cluded. 

After an excellent Bible reading by 
Mrs. L. Manaon, of Nanaimo, the cor- 
responding secretary's report was taken 
up, giving a synopsis of the work done 
throughout the province. 

Next., the suggestion was put forward 
that the Union lake up a department of 
acientilic food reform tu aaniet in coun- 
teracting the temptation to drink ,liol(liiig 
that there is a want i n the human sys- 
tem often for uKjre wholesome food than 
is provided. 

During the intermission in business a 
much appreciated quartette was iriveii by 
the Misses Spencer, Mr. .'-Spencer a\\i\ 
Kev. George i'\ Swinnerton, Ivev. I'ro- 
fesBor Easton, of New Westminster, lul- 
lowing in a brief but happy address. 

The mother's meeting was led by -Mrp, 
Spencer and Mrs. Cunningham, the lat- 
ter conlributing a moat practical read- 
ing on " What mothers can do for them- 
selves." Mrs. Lamb also gave a read- 
int: on paternal training, and Mrs. Jen- 
kins addressed the meeting shortly on 
the necessity for a uuitber to keep young 
and enter into the interests of her child- 
ren. Mrs. Noot, of Victoria, followed on 
the same lines. 

At tliia eiago in tho iirocecdingH the 
programme was set aside to enable Miss 
Bowes to present tho report of the mis- 
sionary department, she having just re- 
turneii from the JOast where .t2,210 had 
been contributed to the mission fund. 

The reptirt of the treasurer, Mies 
Breeze, showed a balance in hand of 
$31.90, the receipts having been $231.05. 
The e'ection of oflScers was then proceed- 
ed with, reaultins; as below:

BURGLAR BETRAYS HIMSELF. 

A Chinaman Arrested for Stealing from the 
House of Dr. Verinder, 

Jen Wing, nntil recently the faithful 
and trusted servant of' Dr. Verrinder's 
household in Rockland avenue, is to-day 
languishing in jail, with a charge of bur- 
glary bothering iiis conscience. Two 
weeks ago last Saturday the doctor and 
Mrs. Verrinder went up to Cowichan on 
a short vacation, leaving Jen, who had 
been in tlieir employ, in charge. 
Jen slept in the house and 
had a companion Chinaman, ivho alept 
in the stable. To him early 011 Sunday 
morning, on the day after Dr. ^'errin- 
der's departure, Jen recalled the fact 
that the house liad been entered a short 
time previously. Jen also told how he 
had been attacked and maltreated by 
the burglars, and later notified 
the poliie. De'ectives Perdue and 
Palmer set quickly to work on 
the case, and discovered on the start 
that the burglary was That of no pro- 
fessional in the business. For entrance 
into the house a glass door had been 
needlessly smashed when a large plate 
glass window close by would have 
afforded convenient access. Tfiis aroused 
the oflicera' auspicion. They talked the 
matter over many times with Jen but 
never to belter satisfaction than to hear 
a little different story from hiui on each 
occasion. When Dr. Verrinder returned 
in four or five days they told him that 
they euspected Jen of the burglarly and 
for the first time to his knowledge in 
this city, says Detective Perdue, the po- 
lice were offered assistance in working 
on these suspicions. Invariably, the of- 
ficer complains, the police are handicap- 
ped by the nnshakabie confidence the 
Chinese employer places in his domestic, 
but in the case in question Dr. Verrinder 
did everything within iiis power. 
Consequently the tactics of the 
officers were successful. Almost daily 
they interviewed their Cbinanian until 
yesterday they learned from him wheie 
the etoien property h[\(l been hiiKlen. 
The place was in the t-table o'| tho resi- 
lience, where .^^25 in j>-welry, a can of 
preserved peaclicH, a loaf of bread, and 
inniiincraljle other artii;les were found, 
To stealing ttiia Jen makes no confession, 
but his interviewB, the oflicera claim, 
have almost betrayed his guilt.

place the number of people in that city 
who contemplate going next year at 80,- 
000 is moderate. Another from Mon- 
tana aays he believeH 50,000 a conserva- 
tive estimate of the number of people 
who will go from that state. Probably a. 
iiiillion people in Canada, Eurojio and 
tho United States are planninp; to seek 
these Northern cold fields. If only one 
in ten of them go, the rush will be more 
than every available means of^^trans- 
portation can accommodate. If one in 
twenty go, all avenues of ingress will be 
crowded. If only one in forty, or only 
four times as many as have started this 
year, it will he a very serioua matter to 
provide them with facilities for travel 
and for tho carriage ot their goode, Lf no- 
thinc ia done towards opening the 
Stickeen-Tealin route by a railway. 

Open this route. Let the world know 
tliat an nll-Caiiadiau route exists, and 
the gold Beckers will buy their cooila in 
Canadinii eitieg and travel on Canadian 
eteaiuera. The opportunity of a century 
is before Victoria and British Oolambia. 
The full tide of prosperity is setting in 
oar direction. Shall we take the cur- 
rent when it aervea?

OF A CENTURY. 



The C. P. N. Company has lecided to 

discontinue its trips to Skagway for the 
season. The immediate cause for this 
decision ia the action of the United States 
cuBtoma official at Dyea in exacting; •'rot' 
a head duty on all horses carried on 
CanadiaQ vessels, Probably this will 
■oon be stopped by the authorities in 
"WafllungtoD, but the season ia nearly 
over, and before any order made on 
the subject could be made known gener- 
aJly, it will ba too lata for any one to 
think of ^roiug North this year. We do not 
wholly regret the unneighborly act on 
the part of the Dyea oiHcial, for its re- 
enh will be to hasten forward arrange- 
ments for the Stickeen-Teslin route, the 
opening of which to the transportation 
ii\ freight and passengers means the de- 
itiBt of the hogcish plans of our Southern 
r.eighbors and the securing of the whole 
supply trade of the Yukon for British 
Golumbian citiea. Before January 1 the 
whole world will know that next spring 
a. route will be open to the interior, along 
which there will be no vexatious delays 
from hostile customs house officials, 
■whose sole conception ot their duty 
seems to be to render themselves ob- 
jnc-cioua to those with whom they come 
ill contact. The American system of 
putting untrained and irresponsible 
political favorites into olHces, where 
they are brought into contact with 
ioieigners, haa on more than one occa- 
sion raised a doubt as to wtiat status 
oui;ht to be assigned to the United States 
in ita international relations. Many an 
American has had cause to blush at the 
exhibitions made by the American hog 
Ui otfice. As Ambrose Bierce says, the 
proper place for the animal is in a 
barrel. 

In regard to the Stickeen-Teslin route, 
we are of the same mind a: those of our 
(n)rrespondenta, who have urged upon 
both goveriimenta tho necessity for do- 
ing everything necessary in order that 
the tide of travel and traflic may be 
turned in that direction next aprint'. 
We feel safe in saying that the provin- 
cial government appreciates tho import- 
ance of tli is, and aro <jlad to he able to 
liiink ttiat the Dominion ininistry is 
also alive to it. J''roni such information 
as we have been able to gather, we think 
it hardly worth while to talk of con- 
slrncting a wagon road. Such a work 
would cost a great deal of money, owinu 
to the jiature of the country to be 
traversed. A narrow gnage railway 
TOuKl be built much more chcajily in 
comparison. Such a. railway for the pro- 
Sijiit at least, would not have to take 
way Btationa into account, and therefore 
could be built in the most direct way 
that the configuration of the country 
will allow. There are no highway roads 
io be crossed, no private property rights 
\'> tw consido.-ed ; there would need to be 
BO tieviations to accommodate special 
points. All that would have to be done 
ia to provide the moat direct track pos- 
sible between the rirer and the lake. 
We EDggeet that the line should he ex- 
tended down the Stickeea helow the 
Great Canon, so uato shorten the ateam- 
Iwat journuy. Ultimately the road 
would cross tho Stickcon,andbe extended 
to Kitmat Ann at tho head ot Douglas 
Channel. This would necessitate the 
crossing of the Nasae and the Skeuiia 
\ jivera, but as the intermediate country 
; is level the road would not be expensive. 
The latter portion of this lino will cer- 
tainly ba constructed if tho Yukon 
mines aro permanent. 

The Stickeen-Teslin route ought to Le 
opened by a narrow gauge railway on 
tho prospects of development now in 
aight. How many people will seek to 
• jKnetrate the Yukon next year? A gen- 



Very naturally the proposed route to 
tho Yukon from Kamloops to Teslin 
lake is attraetiag much attention at tho 
inland capital. The Hon. G. B. Martin 
baa kindly furnished us with a map 
showing the general line that ought to 
be followed, and the Inland Sentinel has 
invited the Colonist to lend its influ- 
ence to advance tho project. The 
Coi-o.visT ia always glad to aid in pro- 
motinir what seems to be for the advan- 
tage of any prirt of British Columbia, 
and therefore gladly preaenta, in further 
detail than hitherto, the principal points 
connected with the proposed scheme. 

The route suggested will extend north 
from Kamloops up the North Thompson 
river, and then up the Clearwater and 
across the divide to Tete .fauna Cache, 
on the Traser, will follow the Eraser to 
the Great Bend, and thence north to 
Fort MoLeod, on the Parsnip river. 
Thence it would take the most direct 
course northwesterly to Teslin lake. An 
alternate route ia to strike Barkervillo 
from the Clearwater, and thence follow 
the Willow river to its junction with the 
Fraser, and thence northward to Fort 
McLeod. Wo suggest that what would 
probably be as good a plan, if not 
a better one than either, would be to 
go up theNichaco valley instead of north 
to Fort Georire, and follow the general 
lino of the old Telegraph Trail to the 
Stickeen and thence to Lake Teslin. If 
a route via Fort McLeod should be 
chosen, itia not dear that it would not 
be better to aim for the head waters of 
of the Liard and the Pelly rather than 
for those ot the Lewis river. Mr. John 
F. Smith, in a letter to the Kamloops 
Sentinel, describes the country to be 
traversed between Fort McLeod and 
Teslin lake as follows : 

Croaaing the Pack river, which drains 
both Long and iMcr-,eod lakes into the 
Parsnip river, you pasa out of the Cari- 
boo district, and enter into the Oniineca 
country at the eouth-eaateru extremities 
with Peace river to north east, and con- 
nect with tho Barkerville-Clearwater 
route below Fort McLeod, near tlie 
bend of the Pack river on the west, 
thence along the west shore of tho Par- 
snip river, crossing Nation and Mansen 
rivera at the junction of the Finley river 
with the Parsnip and Peace rivers, going 
west tiom the Findley rapids, thence 
south along the Omineca river and cros- 
sing it at either the junction of the 
Oailinca or tho Mesilinca river valleys, 
possibly the Oailinca, to strike the head 
of Thulage lake, thence to the liead- 
watera of the Stickeen, and following 
the east bank ot the Stickeen in a north- 
westerly course to the Tranzella river at. 
its junction with the Stickeen. I!y 
crossing the Traiizella at this point you 
come within a tew miles of Lease lake, 
on the banks ot which ia located the 
principal town of the Caasiar district, 
Laketou. l-'rom the crossing of ttie 
Tranzella, and by following the northern 
bank of the Stickeen (which you gained 
by tbia cross), (JO miles brinjis you to 
Taltan, and connects there with the road 
rjow in [)rngres.H from Telegraph Creek, 
through the Taltan to Teslin lake. 

Speaking generally ot the project, Mr. 
Smith says: 

Thua it will be seen that an easy all- 
rail route, through Canadian territory, 
and one which is completely void ot wa- 
ter etretcliea, thus ailbrding uninterrup- 
ted coiiiiiiuiiiention the year imiiid, 
through those northern regions, lies 
open, from Kamloops to tho Yukon gold 
lields. The importance ot such a road 
starting from this point can be gleaned 
from ttie following : It will pasa through 
the Cariboo gold fields; it will sujjpiy 
rail communication with the Peace river 
country of which suflicient is already 
known' to warrant the belief held of its 
unbounded wealth; it will give free and 
easy access to the Omineca country and 
the Skeena and Naas river country ; 
throw open the Babine river and its tri- 
butaries to prospectors: it will link Caa- 
siar with Cariboo, and the Yukon and 
ita tributaries, which have of late start- 
led the world by their richnes!!, with the 
other wealth producers and till with the 
commercial centres of the world. Not 
the least ot these important features, ia 
' that it will open up tho vast coal body 
of Iho North Thompson river. It will 
throw now life into tho system of pros- 
pecting which ia now going on and has- 
ten the development ot Ihoso extensivo 
dci)oeitsof mineral which have been 
Wilting tor rail communicat'o i to place 
them on apaying footing. And it will ul- 
timately caue© the occupation of those 
beautiful stretches of arable land which 
are now lying waste along tho North 
Thompson and Canoo river valleys. 

Mr. Smith estimates the distance to 
be between 1,000 and 1,200 miles, with 
the probability in favor of the former 
figure. We think he undereatimatea it,

Jaune Cache, and thence to Kamloops, 
is 1,0S0 milea Ionic, according to the beat 
availablo plans. Itwouldbelmpoasibleto 
construct a railway by such a line. Pro- 
bably 10 per cent, at least ought to be 
added for deviations from an air line, 
and an additional 10 per cent, for curva- 
ture, or 20 per cent, in all, which would 
give a line nearly I,S30 miles in length. 
Such a railway would undoubtedly open 
a country abounding in natural re- 
Bonrcea, and its constraotion can only be 
a matter of time. Among other things 
that would doubtleaa commend audi a 
line to the people east of the Rocky 
mountains is that it could be tapped by 
•A lino through tho Yellow Head Pass. 
While we believe the construction of 
such a railway would be of enormous 
importance to British Columbia and the 
whole of Canada, it ia an undertaking ot 
such magnitude and would call for so 
great an outlay, that we tear it would be 
very ditliealt to persuade the Dominion 
government to deal with it at pace. 
NevertheloBB, it ought to be kept in the 
forefront for public conaideration. One 
thing its discUBBlon will not tail to do 
that is to bring into prominence the 
great undeveloped wealth ot Central 
British Columbia. Can Eastern people 
can our own peoi)le, fully realize what it 
iiieana to say that from Kamloops, near 
ly 150 milea from the southern boundary 
ot the province, a railway nearly four- 
teen hundred miles long can bo built in 
British Columbia, connecting the great 
gold and silver region of the Southeast 
with the gold lieUls in Yukon, and pass- 
ing for its entire length through a highly 
mineralized country, with millions of 
acres of fertile land along ita route? 
What a wonderful fact this is!

R. Fearby, tbe Weatralian 
niiuinjj engineer, who haa been visiting 
the Mainland mining eectiona in com- 
pany with Mr. William Gray, M.E.,oI 
Loudon, Eng., returned to Victoria last 
evening, and will leave for Austealia via 
San Francisco this evening, Mr. Gray 
has gone East for the purpose of in- 
epectinR the gold mines of Nova Scotin. 
Mr. I'earby arriinged for several larf;o 
deals in this province on account of his 
IjOndon connection, but states that it 
waa impossible to deal with RosslanJ 
mine owners. The latter asked absurdly 
liit;h prices for their properties, and will 
'wait a long time before they obtain a 
purchaser to even seriously consider 
them. He believes, however, that there 
is a great mining lield in British Colum- 
bia, and it is probable that he may visit 
this province aeain next vear as the 
representative oia wealthy London com- 
pany. Mr. Fearby has been naining 
since be was a boy, and reported on tbe 
chief Westralian mines which have been 
floated in London. Should he return to 
operate in liritish Columbia, ho will be 
a stronjr addition to the few mining en- 
gineers of prominence and ability who 
tiave alrea(ly located here. 

A recently floated London corparation 
for mining investments in British Col- 
umbiii is the " British Columbia and 
New Find Goldfields, Ltd.," having n 
capital of t.'jOO.OOO. The directors are 
Arthur I'^ell, lOsq. (also a director in the 
" Lonilon and LSritish Columbia Gold- 
fields"); Duniel Grove, jr., M. E., late 
of Kimherley, South Africa; I^ord 
Charles li. Pratt, The Grove, Sevenoaks, 
Kent; T. A. Yarrow, Chiaelhurst, Kent, 
(director Kootenay Valleys Co., Ltd.) 
Tiio principal brokers are Vivian Gray 
A Co. 

Jlr. l''onrby was asked it he knew 
of the status of any of theao 
gentlemen. With Messrs. Fell and 
Grove ho is well aci|uainted. The latter 
is a niinini; engineer of extensive ex- 
perience, having Operated in many jjarts 
of the world, and is also a man of large 
wealth, and an influential member of 
the British mining world. Mr. Grove 
recently completed negotiations with the 
Portuguese government for the Delagoii 
Bay railway concessions, the payments 
to the government for which will total 
£7,500,000, exclusive of the cost of the 
railway, which is now in course of con- 
struction towards Johannesburg. While 
making this deal he also purchased the 
exclusive right of carrying dynamite 
through I'ortnguese territory to Jnhan- 
neshiirg, and aciiuired the coal huule 
of Delagoa liay, which gives tliciii 
practically the coal monopoly ol the 
South African coa^t. Mr. Grove is in- 
terested in tho Kimberley diamond 
minoB, haa been a largo oi)urator in the 
iohanncaburg district for tho past seven 
years, and ia also interested in the Zam- 
besi district. Tho foregoing Mr. Fearby 
onsiders excellent evidence of the 
standing and ability of Mr. Grove. Mr, 
Arthur Fell is a prominent and influen- 
tial member of the London bar. He 
transacted all the legal business in con- 
nection with the large deals made by 
Mr. Grove with the Portuguese govern- 
ment. He id also possessed ol 
considerable wealth, Idr. Fearby 
is not acquainted with the standing o( 
the other two gentlemen on tho hoard, 
but is certain that they would not bo aa- 
Bociated witli tbe company unless they 
were of the highest standing. 

It ia gratifying to receive such outside 
and unquestionable proof of the char- 
acter of the men in the control of this 
new British Columbia company, especi- 
ally in view of the malicious attacks that 
have been made upon the prominent 
men of this nrovince, who have accepted 
places on local directorates. In the 
B. C. and New Find Gold- 
fields, the one under consideration, 
Premier Turner, Col. Prior, M.P., K. P- 
Rithet, M.P.P., and T. li. Hall, ot Vic- 
toria, form the local board. Surely, Mr. 
Feaiby argues, these gentlemen ahould 
be commended rather than condemned 
lor beeonnng factors in the formation 
companies of tho character of the B. C. 
and New FintI Goldfields. British Co- 
lumbia littB not the means, nor have the 
people the experience, to exploit llw 
mines on a good substantial basis, 
and British money ia being sougLt 
for the purpose. This being tlie 
case, it ia but fair that promint nc men. 
and especially thoFe entru<>ted with the 
mauaitement of british Oolambia al-

THE X RAYS." 

A Case Similar to tbe Recent One ol' Mr. 
George Brown, 

Advirps received on the Empress of 
China give didaila ol a case which, in its 
general particulars, resembles that of 
the late Mr. George Brown, which 
created so much interest in medical 
circles. 

A United States marine shot himself 
on the morning of Aug. 6, and after 
lingering for two days in a state of semi- 
paralysia died in tbe Naval hospital at 
Vokohanaa. The bullet which he had 
fired into his neck was located by means 
of tho X rays, as in the Victoria case, 
niui after a long and careful dissection at 
the post raorteni it was found lodged in 
tlie subatancc of the spinal cord, cor- 
responding to the body of tho seventh 
cervical vertebra, and sliRhtly impinging 
upon the first dorsal, thus dividing the 
spinal cord completely. The fact of the 
patient living even for two days after tbe 
infliction of such a wound is coniinented 
upon in the paper from which we quote, 
btit the case doea not compare in that 
regard with that of Mr. Brown. 

Commenting upon this and similar 
ox|)oriences met by members of the 
medical profession, a prominent citizen 
informed aOoi.o.s'isT reporter yesterday 
that there exists a great need of a com- 
l)lete X rays apparatus in one or both of 
the hospitals in tho city. Neither insti- 
tution i)0Hae8Ees one, and in cases where 
it m necessary to ei'nploy them in locating 
foreign substances niucli time is lost in 
obtaininR tho use ol the apparatus from 
tho gentleman who owns tho only one 
that lain the citv. Many hours of suf- 
fering might bo saved patients if tho rays 
were available whenever needed, and in 
this day of advancement in medical and 
aurgical science it would seem desirable 
for Victoria hospitals to be equipped 
with all needful apparatus.

A Chapter of Uinvritteu History of 
the Fiffhtiuff Betweeu North 
and South. 



Events WLicli Led Up to the Sur- 
render at Appomattox 
Court House. 



[CONTINDED.] 

Looking from our position on the 
plank road we observed a atroni; skir 
zaiah line advance from the pines, como 
down the slope, and deploy at the ditch 
in the open field. Lying there, in close 
range they liept everybody under cover 
on our Bide. Their lire became fjallini:, 
their position was menacing, and it aoon 
became neceeaary either to retire or drive 
them back. General Roberta determin- 
ed to attempt tlie latter by a mounted 
charge. One squadron of the Fourth 
North Carolina cavalry was selected for 
the work and instructed not to draw 
rein until they had swept th'; enemy 
away. Gen. Roberts led the charjj;Q in 
))erfion. In an instant we were upon 
Ihcui, ami, straufjo to relate, the volley 
with wiiich they received us as wo dash- 
ed at them killed only two men in our 
squadron. Before they had time to real- 
ize the audacity of tlie thing they com- 
menced tb rowing down their arms and 
sarrendering. But off to oar right their 
line remained intact, and an officer, not 
so demoralized as those in onr immedi- 
ate front, yelled out: " Don't surrender ! 
Shoot 'em." And one after another 
took up tlie cry, until in anotlier 
instant they were all firing upon 
ud at close quarters witli tlie very 
arms they had just thrown down. It 
was our turn to bo aurjjrised now. This 
complete reversal of our former relations 
bronnht about a hasty retreat, and we 
reached the cover of our lines swearing 
vengeance a^iunat those skirmishers, 
and determined to try it once more. 
Again tht; attemi)t was renewed. 
Another siiuadrou of the Fourth was 
sent in, and the same thing was re- 
peated. Many of the skirmiehera sur- 
rendered only to be recaptured by those 
who stood their ground, and drove us 
back by a galling lire. A third time we 
charged them, and being sujjported by a 
detachment of the Thirty-foujlh Vir- 
ginia Infantry, of Wise'a brigade, we 
(iislodged the enemy, and they broke 
and iled. As we pursued them towards 
the pine ttiicket, their main line of 
battle, which had been quietly lying 
down, concealed from us by the tall 
broom straw, watching our little 
fight, suddenly rose to their feet and 
advanced upon us at double (juick, 
firing aa they came. Their volleys, how- 
ever, tlew harmleaa over our heads. We 
■retreated to the plank road and soon 
thereafter abandoned its defense. The 
loss of the Fourth North Carolina in 
this affair was sarpriBlngly small, thouih 
it had saffered terribly in the engage- 
ment of the morning. While we were 
thas occupied reinforcements of infantry 
were rapidly assembling at Burgeaa' 
Mill. Wise's brigade retired to the 
fortification, and General Roberta 
marched towards the White Oak road 
and camped on the right of Buahrod 
Johnsori's division. The brigade was 
ordered to picket the front and right of 
the army, and it was near midnight be- 
fore the videttes were fully posted, 

A UECON.VArs.SANCK. 

Early on the morning of the 30tli of 
March General Roberts received orders 
from army headijuarters to make a 
reconnaissance towards the Boydton 
plank road in the direction of Dinwiddie 
tourt house. General R. E. Lee desired 
that a federal cavalry ofHcer be captured 
and sent to him ae speedily as possible, 
that he might ascertain the position of 
Sheridan's corps, which had not yet 
made its appearance in the general 
movemont. The request was immedi- 
ately obeyed, and in lees than a half 
hour, as General Roberts and two of his 
Hiali were passing through our outer 
picket they stumbled on a iletachmeiit 
of the Second Massachusetts cavalry 
(eight men and a captain), and after a 
brief encounter Captain Uulp, of the Cal- 
ifornia battalion, Second Maasachueetts 
civalry, second brigade, second cliviaion 
Sheridan's corpa, was a prisoner in our 
hands, and was immediately sent on to 
General Lae, at Burgess' mill. In a few 
minutes after thlH capture the enemy's 
cavalry ad viin^ ed upon I'oteitts' bii. ale 
at Buisaeau's iiuuse. A stiarp contest 
ensued, in the midat of which General 
Robert's horse waa shot under him, and 
the eneu y charging at the same moment 
he barely escaped cipture by leaping on 
the horse of one of hia couriera. The re- 
treat to the White Oak road was 
conducted in good order, and in 
view of the fact that only two 
Binall reginieute of confederates, say :\oO 
iw^n in all, oi)poacd the advance of this 
division of federal cavalry. W'e felt 
some 8 itisfac'.ion in preventing the 
enemy from seizing llii^ White Oak'road, 
the only route by whicli troops could be 
hurried to Five Forks. Aa we lay there 
awailinu further attack the infantry ol 
Pickett'd division commenced passing 
behind us on their march to Five Forks, 
distant about two and a half or three 
miles. General Matt Ransom kindly 
' permitted one of his regiments to re- 
main and assist ua in repelling the 
attack. The regiment of Nortii Caro- 
lina (the number of which is not now 
remembered) was concealed behind rail 
piles along the roail in our rear ami 
General Roberts waa to niammivre aa if 
about to retreat and so decov the enemy 
to make a charge. The p'lan worked 
like a charm. The infantry had aeurcely 
gotten into position before the move- 
ment of our brigade had the desired 
effect. 

.MOUE FrGIITING, 

We rapidly uncovereil the front, and 
the enemy dashed gallautly forward in 
column of fours at a gallop. But the 
eagerness of the infantry to lire ujion 
them caused the miscarriage of the 
whole plot, for just aij the head of their 
column appeared over the crest of the 
hill in front, the whole regiment blazed 
away, and the volley passed high over 
the heada of the charging enemy. Only 
one man waa seen to fall. Thia checked 
the advance, and the enemy retreated to 
the Boiaaoau house, where they estab- 
lished their pickets. It waa in following 
up their retreat that Colonel Edlin, of 
the Sixteenth Battalion, dashed upon 
their rear guard and was unhorsed and 
captured. On the morning of the 'list 
of March General Roberta led his bri- 
gade up to Buieseau's house and drove 
lu the enemy's videttes, holding the | 



the midst of a panic is the truest teat of 
ii good soldier, and thia was handsomely 
illugtrated by the good man who rode in 
solid ranka under the immediate eye and 
command of General Rjberta that niorn- 
iug. It is proper also to except from the 
mass of oar cavalry who disappeared ao 
hastily from our eight, a small body of 
men under Colonel iNIorgan, of Mun- 
ford's and Payne's brigades, who formed 
squadron ou the opposite side of the 
road from uB and awaited the onset of 
the;victcrlou8 enemy. 
With this little force General Roberta 
met their 'advance. It waa at iirat a 
very feeble attack. They seemed to 
think we had prepared a tra]) for them, 
and were not disposed to press their ad- 
vantage. The country waa very open 
and the movements of both [lartiea could 
be plainly seen by each. The enemy 
was alow in finding out the real condi- 
tion of our side. But they advanced 
after about an hour's delay and oliarged 
ua gallantly. They were held in check 
long enough, however, to enable the 
command to rally and form at Deep 
creek, where late in the evening we 
joined the regiment of W. H. F. Lee's 
diviaion. It may be proper to Btateliere 
that near Nemozene church, on a road 
Bouih of our position at the time the 
stampede occtirred, the enemy attacked 
and dispersed Barringer's brigade, of 
W. II, F. Lee'a division, and only a 
siuhII i)art of that brigade was after- 
wards with us on the retreat. At Deep 
creek wo wont into camp and spent a 
([uiet nii;ht, tfio enemy occupy- 
ing the range of hills east 
ol the creek. The next morning 
wo moved towards Amelia court iioiise. 
Tlie enemy pushed after us rapidly, and, 
by iiiiotlier road than that on which we 
travelled, actually passed beyond us.

Their 
attack was vigorous, but darkness 
rapidly descended and put an end to the 
fight. Under ita cover we extricated 
the brigade from its awkward position , 
and during the night marched over the 
worat road in the world to the intersec- 
tion of the Court House road witli the 
White Oak road, the point which on the 
next day was destined to become famous 
aa the scene of the battle of Five Forks. 

TO TUK RKLIKK OV SUKRIDA.V. 

On April 1. 1855, General Roberta waa 
on hia old lino at da wn, about half-way 
between l-'ivo Forks and IJurgesa .Mill, 
on the White Oak road, As the fluu 
rose, long columns of tLio enemy — War- 
ren'a corpa — wore passing in front ol our 
videttes, pushing ou to the relief of She- 
ridan, to turn hia recent defeat into a 
complete victory. Roberts' brigade 
continued to guard the White Oak rond, 
and during the forenoon we had a visit 
from General E. E. Lee. He rode up 
with only one or two of bis ataff and af. 
ter noting the condition of things in our 
front, the prospect for a cavalry light at 
that moment being unusually good, we 
were rather pleased to see liiiii bid ua 
" good morning " and ride slowly away 
in the direction of Liurgess' .Mill.

We were told in 
the OotomsT some time ago that a 
man in Cassiar sold to a Chinaman a 
claim for $1,500 and that the Ohinamaa 
put on a force of men and paid for the 
claim In a fortnight. Thia could be done 
in the Yukon country as well na in Cas- 
aiar, and should not be permitted. 
The only way to preserve the 
wealth of the country to Britons 
is to license only British subjects. 
And knowing, as we do, the hostility to 
Cliinamen entertained by onr friends 
across the boundary, a policy aimed at 
the exchiaion of (Vsiatica from the dig- 
gings could not but be acquiesced in as 
reasonable by the Americans, even 
if not rapturously welcomed. For 
the sake of conaiatency, they could 
not but admit tb&t it ia right 
to shut out the Chinese and, as it is 
forbidden to US to dlacriminate, we nitiat 
treat all aliens alike and exclude them 
all, We should enjoy being generous, but 
in this case we really can't afford it, 
This ia no email matter, but one of 
supreme importance. All thia wealth 
belongs to the people of the Dominion 
and should tjo iireeerved to their u 
The government, who are the trustees 
for the time being of that wealth, wil 
not be doing thoir duty if they give it 
away to strangers. I trust you will per 
eist in your efforts to prevent this 
wrong.

Care of tlie Ilouth When III.

Indeed, 
the secretions of tho various glands lo- 
cated in it act as disinfectants and keep 
it sweet. But few, however, aro so 
healthy but they need to pay some at- 
tention to this organ, and when one is 
ill with any serious disease this ba- 
cones moro and more nooessary. ' One 
physician has found it advantageous to 
havo patients suffering with fever chew 
occasionally sonio aromatic gum to 
stimulate tho secretions of tho mouth 
aud wash out or destroy micro organ- 
isms or fermentation going on therou 
Another has accomplished the same end 
by having tho patient ohew some splin- 
ters of fresh pine wood. Dr. Eosenfleld 
gives quite full directions for cleansing 
tho mouth under such circumstances. 
Ho says that "in children and very old 
persons the less solid food taken the 
greater should bo the caro with tho 
mouth. They should riu.so it out several 
times ft day with lukc^varm water con- 
t.-iiniug a little common salt, tincture 
of myrrh or cau du cologne added to 
stimulate scorotiou. When there is a 
tendency to bleeding of the gams at 
when the teeth are Kid, a pinch of pow- 
dered orlo acid may bo twice daily rub- 
bed in between the lip.o nnd gums. P.v 
ticuts with false teeth should remove 
them when they cannot tako solid food. 

"Patients with fever should have 
something to drink — cold water ox 
weak lemonade — at least every hour. 
One must not wait till tho patient asks 
for a drink. Besides preventing dryness, 
tho fluid maintains the activity of the 
glands .md tho whole function of the 
mucous membrane. Many patients are 
Iireveiited from drinking by a painful, 
drv and cracked condition of the lips, 
;ind therefore all feverish patients 
should, from the commencement ot 
their illness, have their lips rubbed sev- 
eral times a day with vaseline. In pro- 
tracted ca.ses of fever tho month may 
also be swabbed out with oil or greatly 
diluted glycerin. — New York Ledger.

Turkish Officials Put AH the Responsibility 
oil tlie Armenians. 

CoNSTAN ri.voi'i.K, Sept. 1. — The follow- 
ing statement regarding the reported dis- 
turbances near Van, Armenia, was issued 

to-day : " Fifteen Armenian agitators 
wlio were hiding in a village near Van 
fired upon the troops sent to arrest them, 
bat thirteen of the agitators were 

captured and taken to Van." 

Referring to the report of heavy fight- 
ing between the Kurds and Armenians 
on the frontier announced in a despatch 
from Tabroez, North Persia, to the 
Daily Xews of London, the following 
official statement has been made; 
" Zekki Pasha reports that tho Armen- 
ian brigands ot the Persian frontier re- 
cently raised a band of 500 horsemen, 
intending to attack the village of Baeh- 
kouleh, but the Turkish troops hitherto 
prevented them from so doing. It is 
remarked that certain Persian local 
authorities assisted the Armenian incur- 
Bion in spite of the treaties and good 
relations between the two countries."

Judge Putnam Misunderstands a Re- 
mark Made by the Britisli 
Gonnsel. . 



Halifax, Sept. 1. —(Special.)— The 

proceedings of the BebriAg sea claims 
commission were marked to-day by a 
protest from Judge Putnam, of the 
United States, against Mr. Beique, one 
of the British counsels, reflecting on the 
good faith of the United States. Mr. 
Beique had spoken for over an hour dis- 
cussing the (luestion of tho nationality 
of sealers as affecting tho liability of the 
United States, and proceeded to say that 
the United States officers had acted con- 
trary to tho rulings of tho Secretary of 
State, and that tho United States claims 
were not presented in good faith. 

Judge Putnam here interrupted with 
the remark: "I cannot sit hero and 
hoar that either Great Britain or tho 
United States have not acted in good 
laith, especially the United States. That 
(luestion cannot bo raised." 

Mr. Beiiiuo said he referred only to 
the acts of the ofticers, not of the gov- 
ernment, in support of the claims for 
aggregated damagoB. 

Judge Putnam said he would listen to 
no comments on the graciousness or un- 
graciousnesB of the United States. 

Judge King, representing Gretit Brit- 
ain, said he believed that Great Britain 
had admitted at the Paris tribunal that 
claims were made in good faith, and 
were to be understood strictly in their 
legal sense. 

Mr. Beique explained that he had no 
desire to appear ofTensive, though the 
language used by bim miglit seem te ba 
harsh. He wished it to be taken solely 
in its legal meaning. 



SHE DIED OF POISON. 

That is the Verdict on the Death of 
Mrs. Piper. 

VA;>cot:vi:R, Sept. 1. —(Special.) — In 
tho case of Mrs. Piper, the coroner's jury 
have returned a verdict that "deceased 
came to her death by poison, adminis- 
tered or taken while under the medical 
care of Dr. S. A. Metherell." 

The evidence of Dr. J. M. Lefevre waB 
that he had made a postmortem on the 
Iwdy of Mrs. Piper, and found no indica- 
tions of attempted abortion or poison. 
The brain was in a state of congestion 
which may have cauBud death as might 
be caused by poison. 

Dr. Poole swore he was called to 
see deceased, and when he came 
in Dr. Metherell told him to hurry 
upas it was a case of morphine poison. 
Dr. Metherell was not, be thought, in 
his normal condition. He used drugs a 
great deal. 

A sister of deceased deposed that she 
did not believe her sister took a dose of 
chlorodine before going to see the 
doctor. 

Dr. J. S. Hall gave evidence that he 
was called to see deceased and she then 
showed symptoms of having taken an 
overdose of chlorodine, and the eye indi- 
cated the presence of morphine. 

Dr. Metherell suited' that deceased 
called on him for treatment, telling bim 
at the same time she had taken over 
twenty drops of chlorodine. She was in 
great pain and he injected morphine, ho 
thought twice, putting the patient in his 
own bed. He then went to see another 
patient. She was in reach of his drugs, 
but he never dreamt she would use them. 
When he came back she was unconscious.
